IDI CONFERENCE TO BE HELD AT GALLAUDET 

The Teletypewriters for the Deaf, 
Inc. will hold a two-day conference 
here at Gallaudet on Saturday and 
Sunday, November 13 and 14. TDI is 
a national volunteer organization of 
individuals who have special know- 
ledge and competencies with teletype, 
telephone, machinery and techniques 
used with deaf people. 

The conference will address it- 
self to the possibility of estab- 
lishing a national news service, 
educational uses of teletype equip- 
ment, training service personnel 
and ways to better organize efforts 
to meet the growing demands for this 
equipment. 
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
